N ot counting the teach ers of 
false religions, he has led m ore men 
into m istaken ways than any other 
man. 
H e is the Napoleon of E rror. 
He w as elected to congress in 1890, 
and served two term s, during the sec­ 


ond of which Grover Cleveland was 
president. 
The tariff w as a live issue, 
itryan sigiiiüizq,d his e n try upon the 
national stag e by a free-trade speech 
which a ttra c te d the attention of the 
country. 
IT he had stuck to th a t line 
o» activity he would probably have be­ 
come one t f Cleveland's lieu tenants; 
the split in the Dem ocratic party m ight 


not have1 occurred, aud the course of 
history might have been changed. 


B ut .Mr. Bland was preaching the 
gospel of free silver. 
Bryan espoused 


th a t cause and became the St. Paul of 
sixteen-to-one.

Contains More Nourishment Than Three 
Times Its W eight in Milk. 
A part

housekeeper pressed for time, the egg has 
distinctive food value which should 
make it part of the daily menu for every 
family ..,A g iv en weig ht o f eg g 
more nourishment than three and a half 
times its weight in milk and about hulf 
its weight in good fat meat. 
T he y olk of an egg is more nourishing 
than the white, as it contains much less 
w ater and a large percentage of fat. of 
which the white has none. 
W hile the greatest nourishment is to be 
had in the raw egg, say s the Washington 
Rost, it sometimes proves quite indigesti­ 
ble. Many persons are made bilious by 
eating eggs in any form. 
This is some­ 
times counteracted by mix ing the egg 
with a little acid, as 
orange 
juice 
or 
lemon when used raw and by adding the 
tiniest pinch of soda in cooking. 
Many persons who cannot eat a soft 
boiled egg can digest readily one that is 
cooked for half an hour, though the usual 
belief is that this is the most indigestible 
form. 
A light, well m ade omelet is probably 
th e most easily digested of all cooked 
eggs. Which is unfortunate, as it is about 
the hardest way to prepare them.

C*C. W ashburn,director of music at V an­ 
derbilt university , in an address on “Th 
Relation of the Church to Music as an 
A rt,” held up church music and church 
hy mnals to scorching criticism and con­ 
demned the “two by four tunes” as poor 
church ‘props” which ought to be rele­ 
gated to the attic. 
Ragtime hy mns, the speaker said, too 
often were used a t camp meetings as a 
means of converting people, and travel­ 
ing evangelists who sell their own hy m n­ 
als were condemned as “out for the 
cash.” 
In 
classify ing 
denominational 
music Mr. W ashburn placed the Episco­ 
pal hy mnal first and the Methodist sec­ 
ond. 
“ If the Sunday schools were up to 
date,” said Mr. W ashburn, “they would 
at least keep pace with the development 
of music as it is taught in the public 
schools. Sunday school hy mns ¡ire worse 
than mediocre aud should be changed for 
strong musical hy mns which will bring 
out the best musical and esthetic app re­ 
ciations of the child.”

church Mr. W ashburn criticised in no 
uncertain terms. 
“ Ministers 
usually 
are poor singers

The total number debarred 
for various reasons was 543, compared 
with 1311 in 11X17, a decrease of 59 per 
cent. 
The total immigration from all 
countries for the six months ended witn 
June last was 19 2,045, compared with 
743.9 52 in 19 07, a decrease of 74 per 
cent.

The proprietors of the first-elass ho­ 
tels on the Continent of Europe and in 
Egypt 
have 
recognized 
the fact 
that 
quite 80 per cent, of their clients now 
are Americans, and accordingly the mod­ 
ern hotels are being constructed in many 
w ays to conform with the requirements 
of wealthy Americans. 
The room with 
bath was almost unknown in 
Europe 
twenty years agw. but now it can be had, 
at high prices, at all the best hotel« mi 
the continent and London. 
In order to get a personal idea of 
what Americans wanted Ernest Strain- 
champs, director of the Kitz-Pfyffer ho­ 
tels, the National at Lucerne, the E x ­ 
celsior in Home, and the Excelsior at 
Naples, is now in city studying the con­ 
ditions and making comparisons between 
the American and foreign systems of 
running hotels and restaurants. 
In 
general opinion expressed to a 
N ew York lim es reporter he said that 
the New 
York hotels were more com­ 
plete than the hotels abroad and that the 
organization of the lug hotels in this city 
was simply marvelous. 
I’iie prices for 
accommodation here he considered cheap­ 
er tor the rooms, but the prices in the 
lestatirant tor meals were about 15 per 
< cut. 
dearer, 
while 
the 
cooking 
was 
slightly inferior to the best ( Continental 
cuisine. 
J ips in New York were much 
larger than 
broad and the service ren­ 
dered was inferior here on account of 
the independence and indifference of the 
help, who were spoiled by having too 
much money given to them by wealthy 
New Yorkers. 
Tips Too Big Here. 
In speaking of the tipping system Mr. 
Strainchainps said: “Tipping in America 
IS quite different to our system. 
Here in 
New York the guests in a first class ho­ 
tel i.' ex pee ted to tip every time some­ 
thing is’ done for him, whether it is 
cleaning his shoes, bringing a glass of ice 
water to Ins room, or serving a meal in 
tne dining room. 
A family stopping in a 
hotel in New \ ork for a week has a 
different waiter each meal, and thus has 
to pay much more in proportion than it 
would do 111 Europe, where the same 
waiter would serve it during the entire 
stay in the hotel. 
Individual attention 
to 
f?u,,s|t from the* manager down to 
the bell bo.v has been the keynote of su c­ 
cess of the Kitz-Pfyffer chain of hotels 
and that is what you cannot give when 
you change the waiter each meal. 
* * v ie 
^or u s*np:^e toon at a hotel 
in N ew York are much bigger than they 
would be m any of our chain of hotels. 
As an eample, 
added Mr, Strain champs* 
“a man staying at one of the Uitz-Pfyf- 
fer hotels for a week W'ould give the 
head waiter 20 francs ($4) and the wait­ 
er 10 francs ($2) in the restaurant, which 
is only $0 m all, but that would not go 
very tor in N ew York, when oue has to 
tip at each meal. 
The head waiter alone 
would expert $5 out of the $0. 
For a 
single meal in a European restaurant 1 
franc (20 cents) would lie sufficient, but 
in the same class restaurant here the 
waiter expects 50 cents, and then does 
not sa y ‘thank yo u .’

us tlie waiters in

tips, which is a very good system. 
All 
the money given by the guests during the 
week is put in a box and divided once a 
week.

A t 
the summer resorts in Europe the ho­ 
tels are built substantially of stone or 
brick, and not of wood.

HOTEL CHEF ANXIOUS TO BREAK

T he chef of one of the most garish ho­ 
tels in Paris, just lo show his resources, 
has framed up a dinner to cost $400 a 
cover. 
Rut it has never been ordered, 
and without an American to order it the 
chef is in despair of ever being able to 
display his greatest ability. 
'1 his circumstance has led to a discus­ 
sion concerning the cost of dinners now 
and in the past. 
King Milan of Servia 
once ordered a dinner in Paris at $40 a 
head, but that no longer counts. 
And 
then there was a dinner given to King 
Edward of England, 
theu 
Prince 
of 
W ales, 
ten 
years 
ago 
this mouth, at 
which the 
twenty-three 
diners 
drank 
2500 francs worth of one particular wine 
(Chateau Lafitte), or $20 worth of the 
wine apiece. 
It should perhaps be said that for some 
reason or other Edward didn’t go to the 
dinner utter all, hot sent a lord to repre­ 
sent him. 
Maybe somebody wlijspered 
something to him about the wine. 
Any­ 
way the chroniclers said that he sent a 
worthy substitute. 
Rut the general discussion of these 
high priced entertainments has resulted 
in the discovery that th eg iv a t dinners of 
former days were not marvels which the 
present generation may not know. 
On 
the contrary they w ere juM such meals 
as are now' provided, only that the wines 
gave them added < >>m whieti made the 
stories of them imposing. 
“ In this age of automobiles, can people 
be found any more who will 
e a t 
for 
nourishment alone V” asked some worship­ 
pers of old times. 
“ Is is not the absence 
of gourmets that has wright the extinc­ 
tion of the Yutels?” 
And tin* answer ha> conn* that the 
questioners were under illusion, that the 
ancient menus were scarcely works of 
art and that they owed their splendor 
largely in the costly uim-s which aceom- 
pauied them 
For example, a famous 
dinner is cited which took place where 
the dinner of the twenty-three and the 
2.hM> francs worth of win** already re­ 
ferred to was held, at the Cafe Anglais. 
It was given in 186*. in Napoleon III.’» 
time, and was known ¡is the dinner of 
the three Emperors. 
There were among 
the guests besides Napoleon, the (Tzar 
and the Emperor William I., the Czare- 
witeh and five grand dukes. 
Tin* dinner 
cost $80 a head, and this was the aim 
pie bill of fare:

Picturesque and exciting indeed was 
the career of the late Col. William Gor- 
don-Cummiug—one of the 
best 
known 
and most skillful hunters of big game 
that ever lived. 
Col. Gordou-< ’upturning 
w as the favorite uncle of A. P . Gordon- 
Cumming, who is well known in social 
and official circles in this city, says the 
Washington 
Star. 
His d e a t h occurred 
recently in his home in Ranffshire, Scot­ 
land. 
Col. William 
Cordon-Cumming 
was 
born June 2, 1820, in Scotland, and ut 
the youthful age of 17 received his com­ 
mission to the Indian branch 
of 
the 
British army. 
H e spent e ig h te e n years 
in 
India, 
doing 
distinguished 
service 
there during troublous years in the his­ 
tory of the dependency, and, true to the 
instincts <d the family, found time also 
for indulging in sport, so that, during 
his residence <>f eighteen years in Hindu­ 
stan, he killed perhaps m ore tigers than 
ever fell to the rifle of any other Euro 
pean. 
H e killed two, three and some 
times even live tigers in one day. 
One of his most successful hunts wns 
in March, 3862, when he w as accom­ 
panied by ( ’apt. Ward, also a capital 
shot. 
On the lirst day the huntsmen 
tracked a tigress, and with little difficulty 
<-apt. W ard shot her in her lair. 
This 
tiger wns secured before breakfast. After 
breakfast two other tigers were pursued, 
and both were bagged, making three for 
tin* day. 
N ext morning they learned that 
a buffalo had been killed in the course 
of the night, and they were quite certain 
that another tiger must be in the vicinity. 
Sallying 
out, 
they 
soon 
discovered 
a 
tigress high upon the bank of the river 
within thirty yards of where they were. 
The two sportsmen fired together, and 
the animal rolled over into the ravine, 
where another shot terminated her exist­ 
ence. 
Next day they heard of a fifth 
tiger, but were unable to come upon his 
track. 
On the following day, however, 
they' got traces of him, and, after closer 
search discovered him lying in the bottom 
of a »mall channel. 
Col. Gordon-Cum* 
miug. tiring from hi» seat on the tup of 
the elephant, sent the charge of both bar­ 
rels through his shoulder. 
T he shot was 
effectual, 
Tw o days later they had still 
more splendid sport. 
Thev became quite 
assured that tigers—they * did not know 
how many—were in a covert of aliout 200 
yards in length by about 150 yards broad. 
Between the coverts there were open 
space» of sand and shingle. Col. Gordon- 
Cumming’s narrative proce»*d$: 
Four Tigers in One Day. 


“ Soon afterward Ward moved up to­ 
ward me and said they were ¡ill dead, 
with the exception of the tigress, which 
I had let go. 
I asked how m any were
